However, it costs less to foresee this need and build 
accordingly. The size is also regulated by the kind and quantity of crops; also the kind and 
number of head of stock.

By following our plans and instructions, this construction is found much more simple 
than the old method and also eliminates the useless struts, purlins, collar beams, etc., which 
seriously interfere with the hay fork and other modern crop handling and conveying apparatus. 


The very expensive timber construction has been gradually supplanted by this more 
modern construction made necessary by the scarcity of heavy timber and many who have 



adopted the Plank Frame have found it stronger, cheaper and better, and wonder why some 
stick to the old way. It is but a matter of a few years when no other construction will be 
used, and we wish to be of all possible assistance to builders who wish to profit by our experience 
toward the correct use of the piank frame.

CLEANLINESS. 

When building a dairy barn, cleanliness is one of the most necessary questions to be 
considered and is easily taken care of by the use of a concrete foundation and floor which can 
be sloped to drain in a gutter from there to a cess pool for collection as fertilizer. Concrete 
has been found more durable than any other material for this purpose. Its cost is small 
compared with the fact that it will not rot or wear out — it practically lasts forever. The 
floor can be laid out at any time after the Barn is completed, but the foundation should not 
be omitted, but should be built first before any lumber is cut and given ample chance to prop-

eriy set. While not necessary to lay a concrete floor for other than dairy bam, we have found 
that it is a profitable investment, worthy of careful consideration. The fact that it can be 
laid, at any time should be allowed for in the following manner: Allow ample space over the 

8 feet required for head room in basement portion for filling in previous to laying' the concrete 
noor which should be at least 6 inches thick. It is also well to raise the Barn two or three 
feet above natural grade, thus forming a natural drainage away from same, together with 
other desirable advantages. 




Another feature for cleanliness is the galvanized or wrought iron pipe stanchions and 
stalls for which we have special details. 

We aiso suggest a continuous manger for this barn when built to shelter and feed beef 
cattle.
